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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Examiner disagrees with the applicant's 
arguments and all current rejection of the claims stand. Hibino et al. clearly states that the second unit 503 of the endoscope 501 is 
removably connected to the first unit 663 (see Col. 46, Lines 48-52). Thus, Hibino et al. teaches of a second unit separable from the first 
unit, as claimed in the instant invention. The removable connection between the video processor (i.e. the first unit 663 which has a frame 
unit which holds a motor 686) and the connector (i.e. the second unit 503 having a main frame and a transmitting member 510) meet the 
limitations of the claims in their broadest interpretation. As broadly as claimed, the connecting portion which removably connects the first 
unit 663 to the second unit 503 (see Col. 46, Lines 48-52) acts as buffering member, in a similar fashion to the instant invention wherein 
the connecting member 16 acts as a buffering member as clarified in the applicants arguments filed June 16, 2006 (page 7, line 11) .
